Today the United States Navy launches a recruiting cam- 


paign which will find the man-power necessary to operate the 


^two-ocean Navy that our country has been building. 


Thus far most of the news regard- 
ng the recruiting of man-power has 
>ecn about the Army and the Selective 
Service Act. Bui il lakes a long lime 
o build ships for Ihe Navy, and the 
hips had lo be pretty well along he- 
ore the Navy began the shorter job 
of training additional men. 


The fact that the government is cal- 
ing now for recruits tells us that the 
*Javy is gelling along faster with its 
hip-building than anyone could pos- 
sibly suppose.

irgumcnls that the United Stales is 
jowcrful cnoup.il to mccl all comers 
il sea. 


The second is, that this Navy re- 


cruiting campaign will produce many 
imcs the number of men the govern- 
ment actually needs. For today, more

'or it, knowing that such sacrifice, 
lowevcr great, is less than it would 
cost us to bi> found defenseless in a 
totally-armed world.

A general strike, as you probably 


know, is a strike in which men be- 
longing to the same general union but 
working in different plants or in- 
dustries walk out in sympathy with 
the strikers of just one plant or in- 
duslry. 


That Eeems lo be the veiled threat 


behind the language and action of the 
CIO in cjitting off Hie slgel mills' coal 
despite government pleas for continu- 
ed work on National Defense orders. 


Bui any general strike in America 


will have just one ending, and that 
will be the defeal and probable dis- 
solulion of Ihe organization which 
authorizes it. Long ago it was deter- 
mined lhat while the right of an in- 
dividual union to strike is one thing, 
a general strike amounts lo revolu- 
lion. 


The British Labor movement al one 


time became powerful enough to con- 
trol the government of Great Britain. 
But it once made the mislake of cal- 
ling a general strike—and while il is 
still powerful in British politics il has 
never recovered enough pubic con- 
fidence lo again win a majority. 


The British, being like ourselves, 


had the courage and the stabilily lo 
weather 
the disaster

strike. But the same weapon so weak-

Nazi military spokesmen said Ger- 


man bombers raked both Moscow and 
Leningrad during the night and left 
spreading fires in the capital. 


A bulletin from Adolf Hitler's field 


headquarters reported that 10,000 Rus- 
sian prisoners were captured and 171 
tanks destroyed during the past 3- 
days but gave no details of the new 
push. 


Soviet front line dispatches said 


two German infantry regiments, sup- 
ported by tanks and armored cars, 
had been driven off with bloody los- 
ses in repeated attempts to storm 
across the upper Volga river in the 
Kalinin sector, 95-miles northwest of 
Moscow and the Red command gave 
this general summary: 


"Our troops are beating off enemy 


attacks and destroyed equipment and 
innihilalcd the manpower of the Ger- 
lans." 
On the southern front the Russians 


said Marshall Timoshcnko's forces had 
recaptured a number of villages and 
advanced from 4 to 12 miles—presum- 
ably in the bloody battle sector of 
Rostov-on-Don. 


Soviet accounts declared that Field 


Marshall von Klcist's southern armies 
were suffering many casualties in at- 
tempts to make rapid gains in the 
Donets river basin. 


In the Crimea the German high 


command said Nazi bombers violently 
attack the Black seaport of Sevas- 
topol, blasting docks, munitions dumps 
and ships in the harbor but still there 
was no indication of a direct land as- 
sault against the stronghold. 


The British radio said 
Russian 


troops in the Kerch sector had been 
safely evacuated along with arms and 
equipment to the Caucasus. 


Officially Russia has not recognized 


German claims to the capture of 
Kerch but the Moscow radio acknow- 
ledged that the Axis invaders, esti- 
mated at 90,000 troops had cracked 
Kerch's defenses at a cost of collosal 
losses. 


Meanwhile authorized London quar- 


ters briefly disclosed that Britain was 
taking military and 
naval 
action 


against Finland, Rumania and Hun- 
gary. 


These quarters refused to elaborate 


and informed sources interpreted the 
statement as refering in main to Bri- 
tain's blockade of the countries.

Says Move to

Informed Source 
Indicates Roosevelt 
Has 50,000 
Troops Ready 


WASHINGTON -(IP)- Despite the 


steady spread of sympathy strikes in 
commercial mines and some violence 
authorized sources said 
Wednesday 


that President 
Roosevelt probably 


would withold executive action in the ' 
captive mine disputes until after the 
CIO concludes its natjonal conven- 
tion in Detroit next Friday. 


At the same time it was learned 


that 50,000 troops are being held in 
readiness to take over the captive 
mines in event the present deadlock 
continues and the President decides 
on use of the army as necessary to 
fulfill indisputable obligation—the re- 
storation of coal production. 


Troops Instructed 
Preparations for the use of troops, 


this source said, was complete down 
to the last detail which includes spec- 
al instructions to the men on how to 
conduct themselves in the presence of 
mine workers. 


The timetable calls for occupation 


of captive mine centers within a few 
lours after the order is issued. 


Informed sources emphasized that 
here was no final decision yet to use 
he army. 


President Roosevelt, one sour-re said, 


is biding his time purposely and is 
giving CIO striking mine workers 
ample opportunity to reconsider the 
adamant position the union has taken 
to inform its demand for a union shop 
in the captive pits which are owned 
and operated by Ihe steel companies. 


Congress to Take Strike 
The satement that the President*'' 


would stay .his-hwid for a,»€ew days 
found collaboration in authoritative " 
house reports that congress had re- 
ceived a quite go-ahead for "middle 
of the road" legislation to deal with 
strikes but with the understanding 
that action would be deferred until 
the mine situation was settled, within 
the next week or so.

WASHINGTON -Capital talk: 
Of all the odd purchases of the 


United States Army, the one thai stirs 
the imagination most is that made re- 
cently for a million dollars worth of 
human blood. Five contracts were let 
lo chemical laboratories, totaling ?!,- 
026,250 for the purchase of gallons of 
human plasma. The blood bank is 
stored against that time, if ever, when 
it might be needed for blood trans- 


fusions. This doesn't necessarily mean 
a fighting war 
reserve of human 


blood. 
With 1,500,000 men 
in the 


Army now ,thc amount of blood need- 
ed for accidents resulting from train- 
ing activities of a mechanized army 
and for "normal" illnesses is tre- 
mendous.

leave. Dr. Frank S. Lloyd, of the 
Federal Security Agency recreation 
division, administered the verbal pad- 
dling, with such observations as, "This 
is the coldest, snootiest, most upturned 
nose area in the United States, bar- 
ring none."

Hereafter, the dollar-a-year boys 
will be named by the national de- 
fense division heads—Donald Nelson, 
William Knudsen, Sidney Hillman and 
Leon Henderson.

a word lo their constituents unless 
those words or accompanying deeds 
were important enough to make the 
public prints are now pouring millions 
of words a year onto aluminum discs 
lhat arc mailed back to the home stales 
for broadcast to all and sundry. 


It would be impossible lo list even 


•ill Die senators who use Ihe studio, 
but some of the regulars picked at 
random are Senator Tuft, wiio does a 
15-minute stint 
that 
is 
broadcast 


weekly over 14 stations in Ohio; 'Sen- 
ator Burton 
who 
does a similar 


weekly for 14 stations in the same- 
state; Senator Tydings who does 15- 
minules lo half hour talk for one of 
the big Baltimore stations; Senator 
Cupper, with three stations in Kan- 
sas, and Senator Butler wh olalks for 
nine stations in Nebraska. 


Among the house regulars, with
